To  many  it  may  seem  that  all  the  Liturgy  committee, 
has  accomplished  is  a  meager  number  of  "gripe"  ses¬ 
sions.,  Since  they  fail  to  see  any  or  few  concrete  re¬ 
sults,  they  label  it  as  a  failure.  Failure  it  may  be, 
but  the  responsihil ity  does  not  lie  solely  upon  the 
class  representatives.  Perhaps  they  are  representing 
apathetic  classmates??! 

I  would  like  to  point  out  a  few  seemingly  insignifi¬ 
cant  accomplishments  of  the  committee.  We  did  effect 
the  optional  Mass  schedule.  Many,  however,  found  that 
the  optional  schedule  served  very  well  as  a  good  excuse 
for  forgetting  Mass  altogether.  Yet,  we  decided  to  con¬ 
tinue  our  experimentation  with  the  optional  Mass,  Along 
with  the  optional  Mass  we  Intend  to  introduce  a  weekly 
or  bi-weekly  liturgy  conference  for  the  students.  This 
conference  will  aim  at  preparing  the  participants  of 
the  conference  for  the  liturgy  of  Sunday  and  of  the  re¬ 
maining  week.  The  various  Church  seasons  and  the  acti¬ 
vities  of  the  three  halls  will  be  employed.  It  will  of 
course  be  attended  only  by  personal  choice.  We  have  to 
thank  Fr.  Bierberg  for  his  generous  commitment  of  time 
and  effort  in  making  the  conference  a  practical  pro¬ 
posal  . 

Secondly  we  have  initiated  various  changes  in  some 
of  the  Community  Masses  although  not  as  many  as  we 
would  have  liked,  Finally,  the  committee  has  elected  a 
chairman,  Virgil  Keller,  in  the  optimistic  hope  of  ob¬ 
taining  organization  and  of  improving  communication  be¬ 
tween  the  representatives  and  their  fellow  classmates. 

The  best  way  to  size  up  the  liturgy  committee  lies 
in  the  proposed  agenda.  In  the  next  meeting  we  hope  to 
appoint  subcommittees  to  initiate  a  healthy  variety  in 
the  Community  Masses,  We  will  also  be  concerned  with 
what  we  call  the  "Community  Day,"  The  Community  Day  has 
been  considered  in  theory  but  no  practical  proposals 
have  been  suggested  by  any  of  the  representatives , 
Finally,  depending  upon  the  success  of  Fr,  Bierberg*s 
Liturgical  Conferences,  we  will  consider  the  community 
prayers  and  the  shaky  issue  of  Benediction,  We  shall
